The peaceful aal aumbers of many 
residents were disturbed at about a quarter to 
rn o'clock um. to aay by the sound of, the 
inevitable’ tire belly which tang out loud and 
clear on the sultry morning air, its province on* 
this occasion having been to notify the inhabitants 
of the Colony that a fire had broken out in an 
casterly direction. The scene‘of the conflaprae 
tion was'in Kat-On_ street, in, Wanchai, in 
one of a block of Chinese houses lying in the 
valley formed by the hills round the, base of 
which circles Kennedy Road until it reaches - 
its termination near the Gap leading to 
Happy Valley. ‘The fire is reported’ to have

it rapidly spread until it had enveloped the whole 
ofthe house-—~a two-storied onc—in its destructive 
grisp; and when manual engine No. 7, from No. 
2 Police station—the first to.come up—arrived on 
the scene, the house was unroafed and completely 
gutted, Teaving nathing to be done save ta pres 
vent the flames spreading and involving the 
adjoining houses on both sides, This was a 
matter of no great difficulty, and although the 
house on the west of the burned one slightly 
caught, a stream of water from a hose soon obvi- 
The burned 
house is reported. to have been occupied by 
Rrass-cutters, who are said to have had a 
quantity of dried grass stored in it, the inflam. 
mable nature of which may, perhaps, account for 
the rapidity with which the flames spread and | 
gutted the house before any assistance had 
arrived. Two Chinese manual engines were on 
the scene, that of the Nam Pak Hong and another 
belonging to a hong in Jervois strect, but there 
was in reality no need for their services.

It appears now definitely settled, says the Foo- 
chow f/fera/é that China is to have railways ;

exists. © The origin of ownership is to be found 
in the almost absolute control which the law of 
China gives toa parent over his child. By alleg- 
ing destitution-a parent can sella son or daughter, 
and the purchaser acquires all the rights which 
te parent had, and this, with the exception of 
criminal slaves, is the only mode in which ser- 
vitude can originate, for though the children of 
slave parcats arc themselves slaves to the original 
master, they cannot be sold away to a new mas- 
ter except by their own parents. Sales are con 
fined entirely to the cases of young children, A 
grown-up son could not be sold at least against 
his will, and an adult male who had been bought, 
when a child, could not be resold, for the simple 
reason that no one would care to buy him, and 
that because there is no effective means of pre- 
venting his running away or of compelling hin 
to work. His services could not be Unacd 
to useful account, and therefore he is valueless. 
‘rhe only purpose’for which male children are 
Dowrlit, roughly speaking, is that of adoption, A 
childless famity or window purchases a son in 
order that after rearing him up in kindness he 
may be the prop and stay of old age. Inno case 
is this ever done as a mercantile transaction to 
make money by a resale, | With girls, how- 
ever, it is somewhat ditferent. They cannot 
co vasily aon: away, ond their services ‘as 
servants are more under control and more 
valuable, ‘They are kargely bought young, 
and reared up inorder to bé re-sold jat an en- 
hanced, valug cither as servants or concubines. 
In the Jattey case, the gaan bondage prace 
tically comes to an end, for though technically 
the power of resale remains with the master of 
the houschold, yet it cannot be exercised after 
the concubine has borae a son, and in any case 
it never is exerciscd except for scrious delin- 
quencies, In the case of those that continue 
‘slaves, Jaw and custom both demand thatthe 
master should find them a partner in inariage. 
M they are marzied toa free person, they of course 
also become free; and the children are free; Lut 
even ifmatricd to another slave they cannot after- 
wards be sold away from one another, nor can 
their children be taken from them. 

In regard to coercion, the master has gencrally 
the same power over his slaves as he has over his 
awn children. He may correct them to any 
degree ofseverity he pleases, and even to kill 
them entails but a nominal“penally, Offences 
by slaves against their masters arc punishable 
by ihe Magistrate in the same deg-ce as offences 
by children ; that is very much more severcly 
than between equals, and it is curious to note 
that hired servants are generally in the some 
predicament. ; eles 

The system is one in which there is room for 
abuse, no doubt; but ag a matter of fact abuses 
seldom or never occur. In Hongkong the ques- 
tion is complicated by its connection with 
the social evil and the prevalence of kidnap- 
ping, and so far as the efforts of sir John 
smale and his friends are directed against 
crimes of that nature, they have our w est 
sympathies, Wut to raise an outcry against the 
Chinese system of domestic servitude: in gene- 
ral is only to mislead public benevolence and 
throw away their chances of effecting some good 
where it is most needed. Chinese slavery will 
correct itself as the people advance in wealth dnd 
intelligence, and meantime at the cost of a 
theoretical evit it effects in many cases a practical 
good, At the cost of a nominal servitude’ many 
children are rescucd from premature death 
Shanghai Courier, :

Nevertheless they are 
looked upon by the people as men of the true 
faith, When about twenty years since a Japan- 
ese anti-foreiga agitator Kilked an Englishman 
at Namamugi, and the’ British Legation, which 
then stood in Takanawa, was attacked, the pub- 
lic looked upon these barbarous outrages as meri- 
toriaus acts, yet after the revolution had taken 
place, all these agitators discovered their mistake 
(and employed their energies in, the work of pro- 
gress, For: this reason it will not be in vain to 
hope that the Korean anti-forcign agitators will 
at no very remote distance discover their fault, 
[t is now impossible for Korea to restore her for- 
mer isolation, nor will the Government remain 
long in this dream, so dear to Kortan minds, 
The Corcans have seen the mcn-of-war and dif- 
ferent products of modern civilization, and b 
degrees they will get an insight into the condi- 

tion ofthe whole world, The diplomats of the we 
‘Tokugawa Government knew nothing about the = 
outside world, as is the case with the Coreans 
now, We do not give the anti-forcign agitation 
credit for enough powcr ta overthrow the existing 
Gayerninent, ag there are neither dainifos nor a. 
Bakufu in Corea, Therefore’ the power rests- 
with the King, and the agitators cannot go so far 
as to completely destroy his authority, Besides, 
the Corern Government is not so weak as was 
the Tokugawa Government, which shivered in 
the collision with the united forces of the dafmios 
and Imperialists, but. no matter whether these 
agitators see their error or not, civilization has 
now a firm hold on the country’ and will inspire 
it with new life.—Translated from the Choya
